Formal orders activating the new air 
divisions will be issued effective 8 Sept. 
1955. Three of the new divisions will be 


established in the Eastern Air Defense 
Force, providing that vital area with 
seven instead of its present four divi- 
sions. 

The new EADF divisions will be: 

85th AD with headquarters at An- 
drews AFB, near Washington, D. C. 

58th AD with headquarters § at 

Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio.

The fourth new division will be the 
20th, with headquarters at Grand View 
AFB, Mo., and will be part of the Cen- 
tral Air Defense Force. 

Each Air Defense Division consists of 
a control headquarters with a force of 
fighter-interceptor aircraft, radar sta- 
tions and GOC filter centers. Each is 
normally commanded by a brigadier gen- 
eral.

In Prospect For Hundreds 


Of Navy Capts. Under New Selection Rule 


Hundreds of captains will be forced out 
of the Naval service in the years just 
ahead as a result of the Navy Secre- 
tary’s “new look” flag selection proce- 
dures. 


Under present policies, approximately 
93% per cent of all Navy Line captains 
who enter the zone for promotion to ad- 
miral are being “passed over” and re- 
leased to civil life. 

The new policy enunciated this week 
by Navy Secretary Charles S. Thomas 
(see related story in this issue) is ex- 
pected to take an even heavier toll. 

Many specialists, however, will get a 
better break as a result of the changed 
procedure. During the past five fiscal 
years only three Special Duty Officers 
(slightly more than two per cent of all 


An analysis of Navy selections since 
fiscal '51 shows that 140 Regular Line 
officers have been selected for flag rank. 
Officers in the promotion zones during 
the period totaled 709, of whom 47 were 
selected either on the first or second go- 
around. About 67 per cent (93) of those | 
selected were picked from among officers | 
junior to those in the zone.

Reserve Plan Passes House: Provides 
Mandatory Training, Reduces Service 


The House has passed a new National 
Reserve Plan and hearings on the meas- 
ure opened this week before the Senate 
Armed Service Committee. 

As approved by the House, the bill 
(HR 7000) reduces total obligated service 
(active and Reserve) from eight to six 
years for those entering military service 
since 27 July 1953. It provides mandatory 
training provisions to insure active par- 
ticipation in the Reserve program. 

All mention of the National Guard was 
dropped from the plan. A previous meas- 
ure had bogged down on the House floor 
as the result of anti-segregation amend- 
ments affecting the Guard. 

The new NRP plan provides that men 
under 18' may enlist in the Reserve 
and be deferred from the draft until age 
28, provided they participate satisfac- 
torily in Reserve training. The measure 
gives the President authority to establish 


regulations under which such Reservists 
can be given six-months training on a 
voluntary basis. 

The bill also retains features of the 
former NRP plan which provide that 
Ready Reservists (1) must attend a mini- 
mum of 48 annual drills (or equivalent), 
(2) must go on active duty for training 
for a period of 15 days annually, and (3) 
can be ordered to active duty for train- 
ing for 45 days if they refuse to partici- 
pate in the Ready Reserve training to 
which assigned. 

Individuals who cannot participate in 
annual drills or equivalent periods of 
training may request active duty for 
training for 30 days for each year they 
are members of the Ready Reserve, and, 
in this way, fulfill their obligation. 

The measure was drafted by Chairman 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga) and modified by a 
subcommittee headed by Representative 
Overton Brooks (D-La). 


Younger Naval Officers and Specialists 
Get Increased Consideration By Flag Bds. 


Navy Secretary Charles S. Thomas has 
taken action to assure greater selection 
of Navy specialists for flag rank. 

He also has informed a current Navy 
selection board that it may go down the 
line to pick younger officers if they are 
better qualified. 

The Secretary said in a letter to Rep- 
resentative Sidney R. Yates (D-Ill) that 
he interprets a section of the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act to mean that specialists should 
be considered by separate panels. 


He quotes section 305(a)(1) which 
reads in part: Whenever oflicers 
designated for engineering duty, aero- 


nautical engineering duty, or special dut) 
are eligible for consideration by a selec- 
tion board for temporary promotion or 
for continuation on the active list, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall appoint, as 
alternate members of the appropriate se- 
lection board, three officers of the same 
desiqnation and classification as any such 
eligible officers (Emphasis added 
by the Secretary.) 

Mr. Thomas said the use of the words 
“designation and classification” leads him 
to conclude that the term “classification” 
refers to any one of the seven separate 
sroups or categories of Navy SDO offi- 
cers, 

He adds that he therefore considers 
“that officers of the various special duty 
categories should each be considered by 
separate panels of a board having as 
alternate members, officers of the same 
category to the extent of their avail- 
ability.” 

The Navy Secretary outlined his views 
to Representative Yates in answer to 
questions asked by the Congressman 
about current selection procedures. 

In a separate letter to Admiral Jerauld 
Wright, USN, President of a flag board 
which met this week, he said he con- 


siders it “reasonable to expect that 
among the captains well below the zone 
there will be a few whose qualifications 
make them stand head and shoulders 
above their contemporaries.” 

The early selection of junior officers, 
the Secretary stated in a letter dated 
29 June, will assure to all officers that 
a Naval career offers “recognition for 
ability and promise, without prejudicing 
the normal flow to flag rank for the 
remainder.” 

He called upon members of the board 
not to give undue emphasis to officers 
who have performed duty as commanders 
of major combatant ships. Pointing out 
that the number of such ships now in 
commission is too small to permit assign- 
ment of all potential flag officers to such 
duty, the Secretary stated that command 
responsibility must be measured by an 
officer’s entire experience, performance 
and attributes. 

“The Navy today requires an increased 
degree of specialization,” Secretary 
Thomas wrote. “It is now frequently nec- 
essary to retain an officer in his special- 
ized technical field .. . for much longer 
than normal periods.” It is the Navy's 
responsibility to insure that an officer is 
not penalized as a result, he said. 

Admiral Wright's board is now consid- 
ering Line captains who will have three 
years in grade on 30 June 56. The major- 
ity of those in the zone, extending from 
Seth A. Shepard, USN, through John T. 
Brown, jr., USN, Signal Nos. 534 and 780 
in the 1 Jan. 55 Register, are from the 
Class of '27. The junior captain in the 
eligibility zone is Richard D. Shepard, 
Signal No. 2009. The board met on 5 July.

KEEP LIMIT ON HOUSEHOLD GOODS 


The 11,000-pound limitation on household goods shipments has been retained 
for the next 12 months in the Defense Appropriations bill. 

A general provision in the new Defense budget, now at the White House, 
prohibits Service personnel from shipping more than 11,000 pounds of house- 


Only general and flag officers are affected by the limitation. Other officers 
and enlisted men are restricted by the following ceilings: colonel/captain, 
11,000 pounds; lieutenant colonel/commander, 10,000; major/lieutenant com- 
mander and W-4, 9,500; captain/lieutenant senior grade and W-3, 7,500; 1st 
Lt./Lt. (jg), 7,500; 2d Lt./Ens., 7,000; E-7, 6,000; E-6, 5,500; E-5, 5,000; E-4, 


Both the House and Senate approved the continued limitation despite a 
strong plea from Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson. He said the restriction 
“creates a hardship on all officers in the general and flag grades.” 








Action On Military Bills Hits High Gear; 


15 Go To White House; Others Move Along | 


Congress is breaking the log-jam on 
military legislation. 

Four new measures have been signed 
into law by the President, 10 others 
went to the White House this week, and 
11 additional bills—affecting retirement, 
family housing, dual compensation, 
household goods, integration authority 
and the Reserve forces—were approved 
by either the House or Senate. 

Also nearing floor action was the new 
Survivor Benefits bill. Representative 
John W. McCormack (D-Mass), House 
Majority Floor Leader, announced that 
the measure will be called up for debate 
either late this week or early next week. 

The Senate, meanwhile, approved the 
$2.3 billion Military Public Works bill, 
containing $250 million for Service family 
housing, and sent the measure to con- 
ference. 

New Public Laws signed by the Presi- 
dent (1) amend the Reserve Officer Per- 
sonnel Act which took effect on 1 July; 
(2) extend the Draft and Dependents 
Assistance Acts for four more years and 
the Doctor Draft and special medical pay 
for two additional years; (3) continue 
for three years the privilege granted to

FINAL PHYSICAL—S. 802 removes

The new National Reserve Plan was 
approved by the House late last week 
and hearings opened on the measure 
before the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee on 7 July.

2112, permits temporary officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who hold perma- 
nent enlisted rank to retire in their offi- 
cer grades after the completion of 20 
years’ service if 10 years’ service has 
been in officer rank. 


RESERVE TRAVEL—HR 6600, author- 
izes travel and transportation allowances 
and transportation of dependents, bag- 
gage and household effects to the homes 
of selection for retiring Reserve officers.

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Congress OKs $31.8 Billion Defense Funds 
Bill; Gives AF And Marines Added Money 


A military budget totalling almost $32 , 
billion has passed both Houses of Con- | 
gress and gone to the White House for | 
the President’s signature. | 

The big money bill provides an extra | 
$46 for the Marine Corps, and $356 mil- 
lion above funds originally voted by the | 
House for Air Force plane procurement. | 

As finally approved, the Appropria- 
tions bill provides $12,670,000 for the | 
Office of the Secretary of Defense; $682,- 
250,000 for Interservice Activities; $7,329,- 
953,000 for the Army; $9,090,179,556 for | 
the Navy and Marine Corps; and $14,739,- 
763,170 for the Air Force; a total of 
$31,854,815,726. 

Army funds contained in the bill are | 
$289 million less than in fiscal 1955. Ac- | 
cording to Chairman George H. Mahon | 
(D-Tex.) of the House Appropriations 
Committee, the money will provide for a 
30 June 1956 strength of 18 divisions, 11 
regiments and regimental combat teams, 
136 AA battalions, and an active aircraft 
inventory of nearly 3,600 planes. 

Navy funds provide for a decrease of 
100 ships (mostly transport and amphibi- 
ous vessels) during the year, but provide 
a $1.3 billion program to construct 33 
ships (including a new Forrestal-class | 
carrier), eight submarines (including | 
four atomic-powered craft), and 13,370 | 
tons of landing craft. Twenty-eight other 
vessels will be converted. Funds also are 
provided for the procurement of about 
1,600 new aircraft, with a daily operating 
average of 10,061 planes.

Similarly deleted were Senate provi- 
sions which would have (1) permitted 
each of the Services to train three offi- 
cers annually in the profession of law, 
and (2) provided payment for meals of 
certain enlisted personnel when rations 
in kind are not available.

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Balloon Tests Underway 
In Central Florida 


Scientists from the Geophysics Re- 
search Directorate of the Air Force Cam- 
bridge Research Center, temporarily as- 
signed to the Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command, began balloon launch- 
ings this week in central Florida to study 
electrical charges set up by thunder- 
storms. 

Balloons will be launched from Or- 
lando AFB, Fla., just prior to the full 
development of a thundercloud. The bal- 
loons will be floated horizontally over the 
thundercloud at a specified altitude be- | 
tween 60,000 and 100,000 feet. | 

Instruments taken aloft by the bal- 
loons will gather information on the 
electrical field and currents produced by 
the thundercloud, and also on the change 
of electrical field and currents caused 
by lightning discharges to the ground or 
other charged centers. The electrical in- | 
formation will be telemetered to ground- 
based receivers, where scientists. will 
gather the information for future study, 
seeking basic facts about the tremen- 
dously powerful electrical impulses that 
are generated. The findings will be of 
great value to Air Force pilots, weather

CRAWLED on the back of the ques- 
tionnaire sent to all retired Air Force 
members last Fall was this message

Retired members first began hearing 
about the Air Force’s Retired Activities 
Program last October. Copies of an open 
letter and a questionnaire began going 
out then to the more than 21,000 retired 
members on the lists at that time. 

Signed by the chief of Retired Activi- 
ties Branch, Personnel Services Division, 
Directorate of Military Personnel, the 
letter explained how the new agency in- 
tends to help retired members with their 
problems. The branch will “administer 
assistance and disseminate information 
to all retired members of the Air Force 
on matters pertaining to their rights, 
benefits and privileges.” 

“THE AIR FORCE AIMS to keep you 
informed of major changes in its pro- 
grams and developments,” said the let- 
ter, “and to foster your active partici- 
pation in matters which may affect your 
welfare as a retired member.” 

This letter, plus a similar message now 
being mailed to each Air Force member 
when he retires, plus a monthly news- 
letter and other informational materials, 
set off a chain reaction of new activity 
among the Air Force’s more than 22,500 
retired personnel. 

The newsletter, USAF News for Re- 
tired Personnel contains concise informa- 
tion about retirement legislation; ad- 
ministrative information; Air Force, 
Federal and industrial job opportunities; 
forecasts of mailings of information ma- 
tetrial (including pertinent magazine 
article reprints); notes on Air Force and

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Tell the Facts! The strongest weapons with 
which to combat the rapidly deteriorating situa- 
tion concerning medical care for service families 
are the facts. 

Over the past years Congress has repeatedly 
demonstrated its interest in assuring proper med- 
ical and dental care for the families of those who 
wear the uniforms of the Armed Forces. Back in 
the pre-Korean economy era when a number of 
hospitals were shut down to save money, the 
House Armed Services Committee became aroused 
when it learned that this meant serious curtail- 
ment of family care. The Committee took action 
to bring about the opening of new facilities to 
ease the problem. The House Committee on Labor 
and Public Welfare, likewise has recognized the 
Government’s obligation to these people and has 
sponsored legislation to improve maternity and 
infant care. 

We believe that now, when family care is again 
being threatened, Congressmen will act vigorously 
if the seriousness of the situation is brought to 
their attention. This could be done by the De- 
partment of Defense sponsoring corrective legis- 
lation in accordance with the program laid down 
by President Eisenhower. In the meantime, THE 
JOURNAL will continue to expose conditions such 
as those revealed in last week’s issue concerning 
specifically the curtailment of care in the Mili- 
tary District of Washington. Readers can help 
by sending us information from other areas. Mem- 
bers of Congress are interested and concerned in 
these matters, so that the more effective data THE 
JOURNAL can furnish them the better will be the 
prospects of action. 

What the opponents of family care fail to rec- 
ognize (and this includes the members of the 
Hoover Commission which has twice in five years 
urged further curtailment) is that the problem is 
not solely a humanitarian one but also has a very 
important bearing on the efficiency and effective- 
ness of our Armed Forces. The fighting man, offi- 
cer or enlisted, can not function at peak efficiency 
when he is worried about the welfare of his fam- 
ily. A pointed example are the officers and airmen 
of Strategic Air Command units ordered to rota- 
tion overseas. It is inevitable that numbers of 
these must take off for temporary duty thousands 
of miles from their permanent duty stations at 
a time when their children are ill or their wives 
pregnant. If they can be assured that their loved 
ones will be treated promptly and sympathetically 
by the Service physicians who know and care for 
them, worry and concern will be materially less- 
ened. On the other hand, if these officers and air- 
men know that their families must seek help, 
probably at high cost, from the civilian com- 
munity, their worries will be such that they can- 
not apply themselves properly to their military 
duties. Any general or flag officer of any of the 
Armed Services would be glad to testify to the 
importance of family care to the functioning of 
his command. 

Also ready and willing to testify to the need 
for continuing family care are the Surgeons Gen- 
eral of the Services. Doctors who are doing tours 
of duty as Reserve officers want the diversified 
experience that family care gives them. Without 
family care, they treat only limited types of cases. 

With the help of our readers, THE JOURNAL will 
continue to tell the story of family care. There 
is slight chance of action in this session, but with 
complete facts before them we believe Congress 
will act early in the next session. 


Salute to the USAF Academy. The eyes of the 
nation will be on Lowry AFB, Denver, Colo., next 
Monday, 11 July, as 301 cadets take the oath of 
allegiance as members of the first class of the new 
U. S. Air Force Academy. 

The first two years of the new Academy's life 
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will be spent in temporary quarters at Lowry. 
The permanent Academy buildings at Colorado 
Springs, some 50 miles away, will not be ready 
for occupancy until July of 1957, when the third 
class is admitted. Buildings now being used com- 
prise a quadrangle of modern two-story class room 
buildings, built several years ago for the Air 
Force Armament School. Cadets will live in reno- 
vated WWII barrack buildings which have been 
partitioned into small rooms each to be shared 
by two cadets. : 

Heading the new Academy is Lt. Gen. Hubert 
R. Harmon, USAF-Ret., a classmate of President 
Eisenhower's at the U. S. Military Academy who 
returned to active duty at the President’s request 
to get the new institution under way. 

Dean of faculty at the new Academy is Brig.

The Air Force Academy Act, enacted 1 April 
1954, provides that, effective with the graduation 
of the first class at the new institution, the grad- 
uates of each of the three Service Academies shall 
be given an opportunity to state a preference for 
appointment in either the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
or Marine Corps. Not to exceed 121% per cent of 
the graduates from each of the Academies may 
then be commissioned in Services other than the 
one operating the Academy which they attended. 
This, then, affords an opportunity for continuing 
on a smaller scale the broad service experience 
which has been gained by commissioning some 
West Point and Annapolis graduates in the Air 
Force. 

THE JOURNAL salutes the new Academy, its 
staff and faculty, and particularly the first class 
of cadets who will share the honor and respon- 
sibility of laying the ground work for what will 
be another great Service institution.

Revive the C.C.C. 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

One lesson we learned—or should 
have learned—from the depression 
years was that the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps offered a dynamic 
program that took unemployed 
youths off the city streets by placing 
them in healthful, character (and 
muscle) building camps under the di- 
rection and operation of competent 
and dedicated reservists. These 
youths grew strong in mind, body 
and character, and lived together— 
most important of all, learned to live 
together. Their collective conserva- 
tion work—not counting the gains 
their generation made from char- 
acter building—has, dollar-for-dollar 
expended, had no equal in return to 
the United States before or since. 
But has the lesson been remem- 
bered? 

Today, while we as a Nation 
spend millions to aid our worthy 
friends and Allies overseas, we miss 
the opportunity to invest a much 
smaller amount in the United States 
of today—and tomorrow. We are 
missing a golden opportunity to aid 
the youth of our Nation, to assist in 
the conservation and rehabilitation 
of our natural resources, and an op- 
portunity to keep gainfully employed 
a group of men who have devoted 
many of their years to serving their 
country but who are now, by a cut- 
back, no longer needed. 

A triple-threat frontal attack now 
would tie all three of the problems 
listed here into a single problem that 
could be forcibly attacked by men, 
resources and skills readily avail- 


able. It would take youths off the 
street and employ them where they 
would have a feeling they were need- 
ed, and it would keep from turning 
older men out on the streets and 
keep them employed in work they 
would know was making a vital con- 
tribution to their country. 

Let us combat juvenile delin- 
quency. Let us march to this battle 
under strong leaders who have the 
will to win. Let us show the way to 
conservation and rehabilitation of 
our natural resources doing all three 
before it is too late. In short—why 
not the C.C.C. again? 

A 1955 C.C.C. program with camps 
established in the western areas 
could take the restless youths off 
the city streets and out of the teen- 
age gang alley battle grounds. And 
by utilizing the trained reservists 
who want to stay on, but are being 
forced out, we gain competent lead- 
ers without creating another prob- 
lem. The leaders are awaiting their 
assignments. 

With surplus camps, food, uni- 
forms, motor equipment and now 
manpower (as leaders) it should be 
relatively simple to organize an at- 
tack against the three-fold problem 
of (1) conservation of national nat- 
ural resources, (2) juvenile delin- 
quency, and (3) the Reserve cut- 
back. 

The over-all results to be obtained, 
based on the experience of the 
thirties, should be most gratifying 
and dollar-wise a sound investment 
in both present and future American 
generations. 

Why try to combat delinquency in 


the big city streets and alleys when 
the wide open spaces are crying for 
attention. No juvenile worker, not 
discounting his training and earnest- 
ness of purpose, can match the reg- 
ulated life of “three squares a day” 
and a square day’s work under lead- 
ership of square-shooters.

“ONE OF THE LEFT OUTS” 
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Ground Observer Corps, Vital Link In Air Defenses, Needs Million More Volunteers

is a volumteer component of the ac- 
tive air defense team. It is operated by 
the Continental Air Defense Command

Commands feed information into the 
warning system. 
Such electronic detection  installa- 


tions have definite limitations. In the 
first place, the required network has 
not been completed and will be under 
construction for a substantial period. 
Present installations ordinarily do not 
detect low-flying aircraft. In the second 
place, when completed, this network 
will not provide all of the information 
necessary to air defense. (It lacks raid- 
recognition capability. For example, it 
cannot tell whether the plane it sees 
carries a red star on its fuselage; can- 
not count engines; sometimes cannot 
tell how many planes it sees.) In the 
third place, radar is subject to sabo- 
tage and mechanical breakdown and has 
limited tracking capability especially 
during times of high traffic density. 

For all of these reasons, it is felt that 
so long as this Nation needs air de- 
fense, it will need a strong Ground 
Observer Corps. 

By direction of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, responsibility for the entire sys- 
tem of ground observers rests with the 
Air Force, since it is part of the air 
defense system. However, in almost 
every State the civil defense organiza- 
tions have assumed the functions of 
recruiting civilian observers and of ad- 
ministering their affairs. The Air Force 


operates the system and trains the 
civilians. 

GOC IS MADE UP OF VOLUN- 
TEER civilians who generally receive 
no compensation for their services. The 
system is made up of observation posts 
throughout the entire United States. A 
requirement exists for eight manned 
posts in each 1000 square miles of ter- 
ritory, a total of 24,000 posts in the 3,- 
000,000 square miles of the United 
States. Inasmuch as factors of popula- 
tion and communication make it im- 
possible to establish such posts on a 
uniform grid and because it is unlikely 
that such a civilian volunteer system 
will have all posts manned at all times, 
a higher density of organized posts will 
be supported. Organization of a post ev- 
ery eight miles is the goal. 

A post consists, in its elements, of a 
person and a telephone, A shelter pro- 
viding good detection capability, both 
by sight and by sound, is desirable; 
easy access, good location, comfort, and 
other factors are considered in post 
establishment. 

The telephone may be installed by the 
Air Force. All other facilities, if any, 
are provided locally. 

Desirable manning is 168 volunteer 
observers for each post. This permits 
scheduling observers in pairs for one 
2-hour shift per week. However, posts 
are required in communities where the 
total population is considerably less 
than that figure. Every advantage is 
taken of installations providing 24-hour 
watch for other purposes than air de- 
fense. Truck-weighing stations, river 
locks, industrial security installations, 
and correctional institutions furnish 
hundreds of effective posts 


A SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER OF 
POSTS, providing excellent surveil- 
lance, are located in crossroads stores 
and filling stations, in individual farm 
and ranch homes and sometimes in a 
group of farms in rotation. 

Dependence can be placed, of course, 
only on permanently located posts op- 
erable around the clock and around the 
calendar. A very substantial bonus ef- 
fect is provided, however, by seasonal 
posts such as forestry towers and by 
mobile posts such as utility trucks and 
lakes and coastwise shipping. 

When an aircraft is detected, the ob- 
server places an “Aircraft Flash” tele- 
phone call. This call is automatically 
given priority and routed—collect—to 
the air defense filter center having 
jurisdiction. Certain specified informa- 
tion about each observation is provided 
in a specified sequence, in accordance 
with the training provided to the ob- 
server. Records of observations are 
maintained at the post.

GOC Marks Third Year 


The Ground Observer Corps’ anni- 
versary of “Operation Skywatch’— 
three years since the 24-hour, around 
the clock plane-spotting task was un- 
dertaken by civilian volunteers— 
falls on 14 July 1955. 

Coincident with the anniversary, 
the Ground Observer Corps becomes 
nationwide with expansion into the 
twelve southen central states of Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Texas, New Mexico, Colorado, Utah, 
and Arizona. It has only been in the 
36 other states and the District of Co- 
lumbia up to this time. 





servers call is taken by another civilian 
volunteer, recorded, and plotted on a 
board. Here, GOC enters into the iden- 
tification phase of air defense. In an 
increasing number of filter centers, ob- 
server reports are correlated with 
flight plans filed by known friendly air- 
craft. Reports which cannot be recog- 
nized as friendly are passed along to 
the appropriate Aircraft Control and 
Warning (radar) installation, where 
determination is made whether to 
scramble fighter-interceptors for posi- 
tive identification and, if necessary, 
destruction. 

There are 73 filter centers, nerve cen- 
ters of the GOC system. They are lo- 
cated from Bangor to Bakersfield and 
from Seattle to Savannah. Each has its 
own specified area, in which are from 
125 to more than 1,000 observation posts. 

Full manning of a filter center re- 
quires 15 to 25 volunteers at each shift. 
Although filter center shifts are usually 
longer, being three or four hours in 
most cases, a substantially larger num- 
ber of people are required than in an 
observation post. The minimum re- 
quirement is 840, and most filter cen- 
ters try to enroll and train at least 1,- 
000 active volunteers. 

ADMINISTRATION OF THE GOC, 
as has been pointed out, is assumed by 
civil defense units. Each post has a Su- 
pervisor, who is the overall administra- 
tive head, and a Chief Observer, whose 
duty is to see that the post is manned. 
Each filter center has an Administra- 
tive Supervisor and usually, in addi- 
tion, a chief of operations; a day super- 
visor for each day of the week; a shift 
supervisor for each shift and various 
other leaders. These are appointed un- 
der civil defense auspices. 

The military organization to train and 
operate GOC is made up of one small 
detachment at each filter center. These 
vary from about 20 to as many as 50 in 
a few cases. The commander usually has 
the rank of major, because of the many

Red Strength Grows 

In the course of the briefing Lt. Col. 
M. R. Graham, USAF, chief of CONAD’s 
Technical Analysis Division of Intelli- 
gence, told of the increasing air offen- 
sive capabilities of Russia. The Reds, he 
said, now have well over 2,000 bombers 
of the B-29 type, and large and growing 
numbers of new 4-jet bombers capable of 
reaching any target in the United States. 

Colonel Graham also pointed out the 
possibility of Russia’s large fleet of mod- 
ern submarines launching missiles at sea 
from off the U.S. coast. 

Even the use of missiles of the V-1 
type, he pointed out, would enable 
Red Subs to reach 35 per cent of our 
industry and population. Flight time 
of such missiles from submarine to 
target, he estimated, would be only 30 
minutes—making them very difficult 
to detect and intercept. 

Col. J. F. Kirkendall, CONAD’s Chief of 
Plans, who told of the increase in Air 
Divisions, also pointed out that the new 
Convair F-102s, equipped with the Falcon 
air-to-air guided missiles, and 2-inch 
rockets, will greatly strengthen our de- 
fenses.

TRAINING IS PROVIDED to posts 
by training teams. Each team consists 
of one NCO, and an officer who super- 
vises four such “sector sergeants.” Each 
NCO has responsibility for 30 posts and 
must visit each at least once every 30 
days. He usually lives in or near his sec- 
tor of responsibility. 

In each State the Air Force has a 
GOC Coordinator. He is a field-grade 
officer, without administrative or com- 
mand functions, who provides liaison 
with the State civil defense organiza- 
tion. He is always headquartered in 
the office of the State Civil Defense Di- 
rector and usually serves on his staff. 
The Coordinator also establishes rela- 
tions with State offices of civilian or- 
ganizations which have facilities for 
supporting GOC at local levels. 

The GOC organization is unique, in 
both civilian and military aspects. It is 
the only civilian participation in direct 
military defense. It is the only military 
unit which is not responsible in a mili- 
tary chain of command. It is entirely 
civilian, entirely voluntary. It reaches 
into every community of the United 
States; already nearly 400,000 civilians 
are active in the program and a current 
campaign is being conducted to recruit 
at least 1,000,000 more. 


THE MILITARY PERSONNEL as- 
signed to GOC duties are on detached 
duty in the most elementary sense; 
most of them are detached from even 
their immediate supervisors and com- 
manders, and are miles from the nearest 
PX, infirmary and orderly room. 

Yet this structure, which does not fit 
into the standard pattern of either mili- 
tary or civilian organization, neverthe- 
less must function effectively. Other- 
wise, the security of the United States 
from armed attack will be lessened. 

Appropriately enough, this almost 
unclassifiable group is part of a joint 
command. CONAD includes Naval 
forces, the Army Anti-aircraft Com- 
mand, and of course, the Air Force Air 
Defense Command. Marine officers and 
enlisted personnel, RCAF and RAF ex- 
change officers are stationed at CONAD 
Headquarters and at its major subordi- 
nate Headquarters. Problems of dis- 
agreement among these military repre- 
sentatives have been found almost non- 
existent. Similarly, the problems posed 
by the GOC integration into the mili- 
tary system diminish as they are faced 
in practice. The old cliche “one happy 
family” characterizes the entire rela- 
tionship. Operationally, GOC has amply 
proved its worth and earned its place 
on the air defense team. 


AF Association’s Ninth

The annual meeting has three objec- 
tives: focus attention on American air- 
power; establish the policies and elect 
officers and directors of the Association 
for the coming year, and renew aviation 
friendships. 

This year, for the first time, the Asso- 
ciation will sponsor an airpower pano- 
rama. This panorama, consisting of the 
largest indoor exhibit of aviation equip- 
ment ever assembled in this country, will 
take place in San Francisco’s Civic Audi- 
torium and will be open to the public. 

The convention will feature an Air- 
power Symposium with leading figures in 
civilian and military fields participating.

PUBLISHED WITHOUT FANFARE—possibly because of the 
Defense Dept. crackdown on outside writing by mili- 
tary men—a volume called "U.S. Military Doctrine, A 
Study and Appraisal,” belatedly is gaining top 
attention among Armed Forces leaders and civilian 
authorities on defense matters. AUTHOR IS Brig. 
Gen. Dale 0. Smith, USAF, former Director of Educa- 
tion at the Air University, Maxwell AFB, Ala., and 
now a member of the secret Operations Coordinating 
Board. A prime reason for accelerated interest in 
the volume is the current talk on disarmament. Gen- 
eral Smith asserts that "not until a supranational 
authority can definitely give assurance that no na- 
tion has the capacity to employ atomic weapons, can 
there be any acceptable restrictions to their 

use. .. .” He says, "We cannot flirt with suicide 
by setting aside our firearms as the result of a 
gentleman’s agreement with a nongentleman." Accord- 
ing to General Smith, "The course of wisdom would be 
prepare to use atomic weapons to the limit, with 
lightning speed on the draw.” 





THE AIR FORCE AND ARMY are in negotiations regard- 
ing helicopter utilization. Result may be a de- 
cision to reduce the 'copters in the Air Force, 
which would concentrate their use on rescue work, 
with transfer of scores of eggbeaters to Army serv- 
ice. ONE RESULT would be increased standardization 
for the helicopter industry, with greater output 
potential. 





CURTAILED MEDICAL CARE hits the Services at a time 
when scores of thousands of enlisted men—particu- 
larly in the Air Force and Navy—must decide whether 
or not they want to remain on active duty after 
completion of a four-year tour. As a consequence, 
watch for AF Secretary Harold E. Talbott and Navy 
Secretary Charles S. Thomas to sound off in forth- 
coming speeches on the need for remedial action. 
Among the Service Secretaries, Mr. Talbott particu- 
larly HAS NOT BEEN HESITANT to speak out on morale 
needs, even if the fault can be traced in part to 
the Defense Department—as is the case with the 
delay in preparing family medical care legislation.

Bill Bridgeman Tells 
Story of a Test Pilot 


The story of a restless search for prog- 
ress is told by William Bridgeman, 
former Navy pilot and later test pilot 
for the Douglas Aircraft Co., in his new 
book, “The Lonely Sky,” published by 
Henry Holt and Co. The book was writ- 
ten in collaboration with Jacqueline 
Hazard. 

Bridgeman relates the story of his en- 
try into the Navy and his rugged career 
as a World War II pilot with “Buzz” 
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Miller’s B-24 group in the Pacific. But 
the bulk of the volume concerns his asso- 
ciation with the Douglas experimental 
aircraft, the Skyrocket, which he finally 
piloted to a speed record of Mach 1.88— 
1,258 miles an hour—and an altitude rec- 
ord of 79,000 feet. 

The book is written in simple non- 
technical language that makes for good 
story-telling effect, but often one wishes 
there were more of the specific technical 
information. But the story is thrilling 
and from it the reader gets a keen in- 
sight into the problems which face to- 
day’s highly skilled and expert engineer- 
ing test pilots.

SAC Jet Planes Now 
Head For 2d Millionth Hr. 


The first million hours of flight by jet 
aircraft of the Strategic Air Command 
was recorded 28 June, eight years after 
the first of the 600 miles per hour planes 
were assigned to SAC. 

Because of the introduction of the all- 
jet B-52 heavy bomber and the conver- 
sion of SAC’s entire medium bomber 
force to B-47 jets, SAC’s second million 
jet hours is expected to be reached 
within 15 months. 

SAC jet bombers and fighters fly an 
average of 50,000 hours a month, now, 
and the figure is rising constantly. Since 
SAC crews fly hundreds of hours daily 
in all types of aircraft, it is not possible 
to single out the actual plane which 
logged with millionth hour. 

Aircraft figuring in the million-hour 
total include the B-47, RB-47, B-45, and 
RB-45 medium bombers; F-84, F-80, and 
F-86 strategic fighters; and T-33 trainers. 
Of these aircraft, only the B-47, RB-47, 
F-84 and T-33 are still used by SAC to- 
day. Excluded from the compilations are 
the B-36 and RB-36 heavy bombers which, 
though they use four jet engines, depend 
primarily on six piston-powered engines. 

The first B-52 was delivered in May 
to SAC’s 93d Bomb Wing at Castle AFB, 
Calif. Ultimately, all SAC heavy bomber 
units will be equipped with this eight- 
jet aircraft. In June, the last B-50 Super- 
fort bomber was retired from the 97th 
Bomb Wing at Biggs AFB, Tex., signal- 
ling the end of SAC’s program of con- 
verting all its medium bomb wings from 
piston-powered Superforts to B-47 Strate- 
jets. 


Col. A. P. Fonda Reports 
On Md. Wing of CAP 


Col. A. Paul Fonda, Commander of the 
Maryland Wing of the Civil Air Patrol, 
points out in his annual report, just re- 
leased, that the Wing was rebuilt during 
1954, and a sound and efficient Wing Staff 
established to assist the squadrons. 

Colonel Fonda also declared that the 
Wing’s Aviation Education program is 
making progress and “is being built on 
a good sound basis.” 

With the activation of several Squad- 
rons and one or two seeking activation, 
the Wing’s limit of 500 Senior members 
established by National Headquarters 
was reached last April. The Wing Staff 
is now in a position to accept the added 
load imposed by the addition of these 
new Squadrons. 

Several outstanding Cadets of the Wing 
participated in special activities such as 
the Foreign Exchange, All Girl Encamp- 
ment and the Congressional Dinner dur- 
ing 1954. The value of the Cadet program 
to the military recruiting program was 
evidenced by the fact that 35 Cadets of 
the Wing entered military service during 
the year. 

For the past three Summers, the Civil 
Air Patrol has conducted a National 
Aviation Education Workshop for teach- 
ers at the University of Colorado. Last 
Summer, nine teachers from Maryland 
attended the five-week session session on 
scholarships provided by Richard S. Bou- 
telle, president of Fairchild Engine and 
Airplane Corporation in Hagerstown; by 
Arthur B. Price, president of the Balti- 
more City Council, and by Marshal! 
Boone of Baltimore. A workshop will 
be conducted for the teachers from 
Baltimore City Schools, consisting of 15 
meetings starting next October. The pro- 
gram will be under the direction of Dr. 
Harry Bard, of the Baltimore Board of 
Education, and the cooperative efforts of 
the Wing. 

The Wing Operations Staff now has 72 
aircraft available for emergency mis- 
sions. With the recent acquisition of 20 
VHF airborne radio units, a much better 
control of aircraft in flight is possible. 
The annual practice search mission con- 
ducted and graded by the Air Force in 
October 1954 resulted in a new high 
score for Maryland, which got 134 points 
out of a possible 150. 

During the year, the Wing conducted 
five actual search missions, one group 
training mission, three GOC missions. 
and the practice mission conducted by 
the Air Force. The Flying Safety record 
improved considerably during the yeal 
and is being emphasized.

recommend captains for promotion to rear 
admiral, the following observations to which 
I have given a great deal of thought may be 
of interest. Please be assured that in pre 
senting them to you for your consideration 
I have no intention of interfering in any way 
with the statutory duties and responsibilities 
of the board. 
GENERAL 


Section 206 (B) of the National Security 
Act of 1947, as amended, states that the Navy 
shall be organized, trained, and equipped 
primarily for prompt and sustained combat 
incident to operations at sea. I am confident 
that the board in its deliberations will keep 
corstantly in mind the wartime require- 
ments of the flag officer leadership of the 
Navy. In the past, selection boards have been 


inclined to place particular emphasis upon 
command of a major combatant ship as a 
test of command responsibility. The num- 


ber of such ships now in commission is too 
small to permit essignment of such com- 
mands for an appropriate tour of duty to all 
officers of flag rank potential. Accordingly, 
selection boards of necessity must evaluate 
an officer's flag potential from his entire ex- 
perience, performance and attributes, and 
should recognize that the essential command 
attributes are called for and demonstrated 
jn many types and units besides the major 
combatant ships. 

Section 309(A) (1) of the Officer Personnel 
Act of 1947, as amended, requires that the 
board select those officers whom it considers 
“best fitted for temporary promotion.’’ The 
board must by law, therefore, select those 
officers whom it considers will make the most 
effective flag officers. I know the board will 
keep in mind the increasingly important re- 
quirements that a flag officer shall be adept 
in relations with officers of other services, 
other governmental officials, the Congress 
and the general public. He must be articulate 
in both written and oral communications, 
progressive in outlook, experienced in ad- 
ministration, and capable of performing the 
semi-diplomatic, intra-governmental and so- 
cial duties required of him: as well as hav- 
ing the strong moral fibre, physical stamina, 
and professional ability required of ail high- 
ranking naval officers. 

The board is directed that in determining 
fitness for promotion the same weight will 
be given to service in the office of the Sec- 
retary of Defense and the evaluation reports 
from that office, as to service in the Navy 
and evaluation reports based on that duty. 

SELECTION OF OFFICERS IN 
SPECIALIZED FIELDS 

In determining who is ‘‘best fitted,’’ it 
should be noted that the Navy today re- 
quires an increased degree of specialization. 
It is now frequently necessary to retain an 
officer in his specialized technical field, such 
as nuclear power, electronics, guided mis- 
siles, and other rapidly changing technol- 
ogies, for much longer than normal periods. 
If the Navy requires an officer to stay in a 
specialized field for the good of the service, 
the Navy must see to it that he does not 
suffer in promction as a consequence. 

Demonstrated executive ability in a spe- 
cialized field of importance to the Navy in 
today's intricate political-military structure 
may make an officer better fitted for higher 
responsibilities and advanced rank than 
other officers with less specialized experience. 
For example, in SecNav Instruction 1000.3, 
I stated that outstanding personnel in the 
nuclear power field would be given enhanced 
opportunities for promotion. The capability 
of the individual for flag rank, not the vari- 
ety of his previous assignments, should be 
the test. 

Section 423 of the Officer Personnel Act 
permits me to direct the board to select of- 
ficers with special qualifications to meet the 
needs of the service. In view of my confidence 
in the ability of the board, I have deliber- 


ately refrained from exercising this statu- 
tory authority. The board’s action in this 
field can have a profound effect unon the 


ebility of the Navy to stay in the forefront 
of scientific military progress by encourag- 
ing officers of ability in important technical 
specialties to remain in the service. 
SELECTION BELOW THE ZONE 

The provisions of the Officer Personnel 
Act require that a selection board shall con- 
sider all eligible officers in determining who 
are best qualified, and, in the case of selec- 
tion to rear admiral, places no limitation 
on the number which may be selected from 
below the promotion zone. The legis'ative 
history of the act clearly shows the intent 
of Congress that in making selections to the 
grade of rear admiral, selection boards 
should afford earlier advancement to excep- 
tionally outstanding officers, without reflec- 
tion on their contemporaries in any way. If 
the board should limit its serious considera- 
tion to officers in the promotion zone and 
immediately below it, it would not be carry- 
ing out this intent of Congress. or. in my 





334) 
opinion, serving the best interests of the 
service. 
The board's sole concern should be the 


selection of officers who can best discharge 
the responsibilities of flag rank. Experience 
is an appropriate factor in this determina- 
tion, but should be considered in conjunc- 
tion with the primary factors of tested and 
proven character and basie capacity, I con- 
sider that it is reasonable to expect that 
among the captains well below the zone 
there will be a few whose qualifications make 
them stand head and shoulders above their 
contemporaries. Selection of such officers for 
early promotion can be an assurance to all 
officers that a career in the naval service 
offers recognition for exceptional ability and 
the normal 


promise, without prejudicing 
flow to flag rank for the remainder. 
Again, I wish to state my confidence in 


the abilitv of the board to select those flag 
officers who will best represent the overall 
interests of the Navy.

Better than 95 per cent (676) of all 
those in the zones were passed over the 
first time they were in the zone. On the 
second round, 14 others made the grade 
by being selected from above the zone. 
Thus, a total of 47 (about 6% per cent) 
of those in the promotion zone were se- 
lected for flag rank during the five-year 
period. 

Among the 140 officers named for pro- 
motion to rear admiral there were 17 
Engineering Duty Officers, five Aeronau- 
tical Engineering Duty Officers, three 
Special Duty Officers and 43 Naval Avia- 
tors. Here is a breakdown, vear by year:

Last year, the Line selection board went 
353 names below the promotion zone to 
pick up the most junior officer in the 
group; the previous year, the board went 
105 names below the zone; in fiscal '53, 
the junior officer was selected 251 names 
below the zone; in fiscal '52, the board 
dropped 109 names below the zone to 
make about 70 per cent of its selections; 
and in fiscal ’51, the selections went 88 
names below the zone. 

The new emphasis on youth in flag se- 
lections followed the recent designation 
of RAdm. Arleigh A. Burke, USN, a rela- 
tively junior officer, to succeed Admiral 
Robert B. Carney, USN, as Chief of Na- 
val Operations next month. Admiral 
Burke, who was picked over 90 senior 
officers for the top Navy job, also made 
his flag number earlier than most of his 
Naval Academy classmates. He was se- 
lected in December 1949 by a board which 
picked him from a spot 169 names below 
the promotion zone. 

For the past five years, as reflected in 
the first chart, above, there has been a 
growing tendency in the Navy to pass 
over more and more Line captains who 
come into the promotion zone. 

The new policy will weed out 
greater numbers.

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Curtiss-Wright Unveils New $7 Million 
Lab For Research in USAF Ramjets 


W00D-RIDGE, 
NEW JERSEY 


MIGHTY Air Force research tool, 
which will speed work on ramjet 
engines for supersonic aircraft and 


guided missiles, was unveiled here on 30 
June at the Wright Aeronautical Divi- 
sion of the Curtiss-Wright Corporation. 

With Defense Department approval, 
newsmen were shown a new $7,700,000 
ramjet laboratory, designed by Curtiss- 
Wright engineers and built under spon- 
sorship of the Air Force. 

Directly next to a smaller ramjet labo- 
ratory built in 1949 and adjacent to the 
Turbine Development Laboratory built 
in 1946, the new facility completes an 
$18,000,000 test installation. 

It will be used to test ramjet en- 
gines in speeds of from Mach 2 to 
Mach 5, or from 1500 to more than 
3500 miles an hour at sea level. 

The new test stand measuring 14 feet 
in diameter and 98 feet in length, will be 
used for experiments with ramjet en- 
gines at varied speeds and simulated 
altitudes up to many thousands of feet. 

By contrast, the older test stand is 12 
feet in diameter and 30 feet shorter. Its 
maximum capacity is ramjets of approxi- 
mately 50 inches in diameter. The new 
chamber will be able to accommodate 
ramjets of substantially larger size. To 
silence noise and keep the intense com- 
bustion temperatures (to 3,500° F.) from 
reaching the outside of the tank, the test 
chamber is water-jacketed over its entire 
length, and the water flows between two 
steel shells one inch thick. 

Certainly one of the “warmest” test 
devices, the laboratory is designed to 
handle exhaust gases of 3500 degrees F., 
which can be cooled by water to less 
than 100 degrees in about 100 feet. 

The new laboratory contains three 
heaters capable of heating air for test 
purposes to temperatures experienced in 
supersonic flight at high levels. An older 
unit, used for continuous flow testing in 
test stand one, remains; but a new con- 
tinuous flow heater of much larger size 





to conform to the increased air flows now 
possible has been installed. 

The most interesting unit from the 
standpoint of design is the intermit- 
tent air heater. Relatively small in 
diameter but 90 feet long, this is per- 
fectly cylindrical in shape and con- 
tains a large amount of stainless 
tubing which carries the heat. It 
takes approximately eight hours to 
reach the required temperature. 

Air, released from storage bottles, 
emerges at about 70°F. Then, passing 
over the heated tubing, it absorbs heat 
as it goes by. A split second and 90 feet 
in distance later, the air has reached a 
uniform temperature of 800°F. 

“The purpose of this new jet labora- 
tory,” said Mr. Roy T. Hurley, Chairman 
and President of Curtiss-Wright, “is to 
make available to our engineers an in- 
stallation where they can have resource 
to meet their schedules for current de- 
velopment and production testing. 

“For our long-range research programs 
in the field of supersonic flight, we will 
continue to work with the various gov- 
ernment laboratories we have used in 
the past as well as with new installa- 
tions operated by the Air Research and 
Development Command of the Air 
Force.” 

Mr. Hurley explained that the new 
laboratory would supplement rather than 
replace existing equipment. 

“Our earlier ramjet facilities,” he said, 
“are still among the finest in the world. 
Our achievements thus far in ramjet de- 
sign and development—and the fact that 
a Curtiss-Wright engine completed the 
world’s first successful controlled flight 
7 May 1952, at a high Mach number-~are 
directly traceable to the hundreds of 
hours of testing we have done up to 
now.” 

Mr. Hurley said “the new addition will 
greatly enlarge the field in which the 
company can do active development work 
and will guarantee the achievement of 
far more powerful engines than were 
envisioned even as little as five years 
ago.”

(2) TIE. Four-in-hand necktie, blue, shade 
83. without design: or bow tie, conservative 
civilian-type of black twill or plain weave 
material, with square ends, without design. 
(Normeally, the four-in-hand necktie will be 
worn: however, on occasions when the ap- 
propriate civilian dress is a dinner jacket 
(tuxedo) or mess jacket, the bow tie will be 
substituted). 

(3) BELT. Blue, shade 89. (All-white sus- 
penders may be worn in lieu of belt.)

(a) Insignia of grade (on shoulder loops 


as present!v prescribed for service coat). 

(b) Ribbons. Wear of ribbons denoting 
individual decorations and service awards is 
optional. (Reeular ribbons, three to a 
row, or miniature ones, four toa row, are to 
be centered in one or more rows immediately 
above the left breast pocket. Rows may con- 
tain less than the prescribed number when 
necessary to prevent ribbons from being cov- 
ered by the lapel of the coat.)

Meetings of, retired personnel at Air 
Force bases follow the general pattern 
of a social-business get-together. Includ- 
ed are a tour of the base; a “Dutch 
Treat” lunch; a briefing by the base com- 
mander on the local, major command, 
and Air Force missions and develop- 
ments; and orientation on facilities pro- 
vided at the base for retired personnel. 
Some bases plan to hold the meetings 
quarterly; some, annually. 

THE 3500TH USAF RECRUITING 
WING uses the rosters as a source of 
prospects for recruiting activities, in- 
cluding speakers for civic, professional 
and fraternal organizations. Base com- 
manders, too, find the rosters useful as 
sources ef contacts for community rela- 
tions projects. 

Additional Air Force personal contact 
with retired members is offered in the 
offices of the Retired Activities Branch 
itself. There, in room 4d-1087 of the 
Pentagon, is a reception room for retired 
personnel. Members have been notified 
in the newsletter that they are welcome 
to use the reception room as a base of 
operations when visiting in the Washing- 
ton, D. C., area. There they also can get 
personal handling of their retirement 
problems. 

A staff of two officers and seven 
civilians maintains up-to-date personnel 
information card files on all retired mem- 
bers, handles rosters, the newsletter, and 
mailing of informational material. And 
it answers some 150 inquiries a week. 

Every inquiry is acknowledged im- 
mediately on the standard AFHQ Form 
85, a postcard form. Sometimes the 
answer is penned on the Form 85. Usual- 
ly, however, getting the answer or sug- 
gested source of answer for a letter of 
reply means checking the branch’s files 
or one or more Air Force or other Gov- 
ernment agencies. 

THE NEED FOR A SINGLE AGENCY, 
to coordinate the many separate actions 
involving retired personnel has been ob- 
vious for several years. Not until 22 
Dec. 1953, however, was concrete action 
taken to establish one. On that date, 
General Thomas D. White, Air Force 
Vice Chief of Staff, wrote a memorandum 
to the Deputy Chief of Staff, Personnel, 
suggesting action to set up “a central- 
ized administrative agency responsible 
for retired members’ problems exclusive 
of those now being handled by existing 
agencies.” 

“There is a definite need,” said General 
White, “for keeping our retired mem- 





bers alert to major Air Force trends 
and techniques.” The reason for this, he 
said, is to insure that selected individuals 
would be more valuable in the event 
their return to active duty is required. 
Moreover, he pointed out, the Womble 
Committee Report outlines additional 
problems in the retirement field—some 
of which can be solved through improved 
administrative action. 

The Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Personnel, prepared a staff study and 
outlined the scope, mission, organization, 
and requirements for the proposed 
branch. Approved by the Vice Chief of 
Staff on 3 Feb. 1954, the new branch be- 
gan to move into action. 

Its mission: 

To formulate and promulgate uniform 
administrative doctrine, methods, and 
procedures, and monitor all correspond- 
ence pertaining to retired personnel, ex- 
clusive of actual retirement actions. 

To promote and maintain continued 
interest in Air Force affairs, provide in- 
formation and assistance to all visiting 
retired personnel, and monitor whatever 
organized assistance is considered neces- 
sary in connection with civilian employ- 
ment opportunities. 

HEADING THE BRANCH from its 
first days is Lt. Col. Evelyn M. Way, 
who was selected for the position in 
March 1954. She was recognized as being 
peculiarly well fitted for the assignment. 
She had been in charge of the informa- 
tion portion of the I&E Program when it 
operated as a section of Personnel Serv- 
ices Division, and had years of adminis- 
trative and personnel training and super- 
visory experience. 

With no precedents for such a program, 


Colonel Way has had to “gather the 
wool, spin the yarn, and weave the 
garment.” 

Yet the Air Force feels that it has 


already begun to profit from the effort. 
So do members like the retired major, 
who wrote: 

“It is most gratifying to be on the mail- 
ing list for something besides retired pa} 
—especia’ly something so much needed 
as the iaformation and the sharing of 
commor interests as promised by your 
singular mission. 

“Retired pay is a blessing needed and 
appreciated by most of us. But it does 
not take the place of belonging to the 
Air Force. 

“To me [your newsletter] is like hear- 


ing from an old pal long missing in 
action. The least of us would mové 
heaven and earth for him.”

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INDUSTRY IN DEFENSE 
Hiller Starts Work On Facility For VTO 
Advanced Research; Building 1-Man Copter 





PALO ALTO, 
CALIF. 
FFIRMING his belief that more em- 


phasis should be placed on basic and 
advanced research in “unconventional, 
convertible and advanced VTO type air- 
craft,” Stanley Hiller, jr., president of 
Hiller Helicopters, has announced estab- 


lishment of a separate new research 
division. 
Ground already has been broken for 


construction of the new facility on Hill- 
er’s 61 acre site at Palo Alto to house 
the Advanced Research Division. 

The new facility is scheduled for com- 
pletion by late Fall. The plans include 
separate offices for scientists and engi- 
neers, a complete laboratory and shop for 
construction of experimental projects, a 
reception lobby, and an outside enclosed 
area to screen classified work. It is lo- 
cated about 1000 feet east of their main 
production plant. 


“Unbelievable” Future 


Mr. Hiller says that recent develop- 
ments such as the wingless Flying Plat- 
form, which Hiller has built and flown 
under a research contract let by the Of- 
fice of Naval Research, and other proj- 
ects still classified, reveal the “unbeliev- 
able possibilities of the future.” To 
achieve these possibilities, he says, scien- 
tists and research engineers need to work 
in “surroundings completely free from 
conventional thinking of the past.” 

The Flying Platform is now undergoing 
further tests to determine its capabilities. 
It and an array of instruments are 
mounted on a truck. 

Another of Hiller’s research projects is 
the one man helicopter being developed 
for the Marine Corps. Known as the 
“Rotorcycle” (officially the XROE-1), it 
will be foldable and droppable, simple to 
operate and weigh only 470 pounds. It is 
expected that a prototype will be ready 
later this year. The Marine Corps will use 
it for reconnaissance, rescue, and liaison 
duties. 


It is also understood that Hiller is 
in line for a new research and develop- 
ment contract to come from Army 
funds but to be let by the Navy. It will 
be for a design study for a new type 
small VTO vehicle for the Army. 


Edward T. Bolton, vice president and 
general manager of the firm, states that 
work is proceeding rapidly on military 
orders for Hiller’s ram jet helicopter, the 
Hornet. This little 500-pound vehicle is 
propelled by two small ram jet engines 
located at the blade tips. Each engine 
weighs only 12%2 pounds and puts out 45 
horse power. The engines are started by 
rotating the blades with a small 4-horse 
power electric engine, or it may be 
started with a hand crank. 

Hornet’s New Field 


The Hornet offers many possibilities 
for future development. Because the en- 
gines are on the blade tips, there is no 
torque problem. The tail is short and the 
tail rotor consists only of a small single 
counter-balanced blade. Fuel is fed by

force through a 


centrifugal 
length of the blades. There is no trans- 
mission and hence no problem of gear 
lubrication and maintenance. As with the 


firm’s other coptors, the Hornet is 
equipped with Hiller’s “Rotormatic” cy- 
clic pitch control. Engines, which have 
no moving parts, may be changed in a 
few minutes with the simplest of tools. 

The cabin and tail of the Hornet are 
formed of pressed fiberglass combining 
strength and rigidity with light weight. 

The Hornet, as with any ram jet vehi- 
cle, consumes a great deal of fuel (its 
range is only one hour). There are pros- 
pects of improving this and future de- 
velopment of the project will place great 
emphasis on achieving more fuel econo- 
my. 

In its factory, Hiller is now phasing out 
production of the Army’s H-23B helicop- 
ter and going into production of the im- 
proved H-23C version.

The Military Bureau is responsible for 
the movement of military personnel and 
cargo by the scheduled airlines under ex- 
isting agreements with the military agen- 
cies. Last year the Bureau handled the 
movement of 155,000 troops and about 
2,000,000 pounds of military cargo.

The action follows Treasury Secretary 
George C. Humphrey’s computation of 
the 1955 grade distribution of Coast 
Guard officers. The recount authorizes 66 
additional numbers in the various grades, 
including permanent, temporary, tempo- 
rary service, and Reserve officers, exclud- 
ing extra numbers.

RANSFER of the activities of this 
busy test center from the old tem- 
porary buildings into the new base fa- 
cilities, now under construction, will 
begin about 1 Aug., according to Brig.

When it is finished the cost will be in 
excess of $120,000,000. 

When the move into the new facil- 
ities is completed, the old ones will be 
abandoned. The latter were constructed 
as temporary buildings so that the cost 
of the maintenance is now excessive, 
amounting to 38% of thcir replacement 
value annually. 

The base, second largest in the Air 
Force, covers an area of 300,000 acres 
and has a total population of about 
13,000. 

USING ITS UNEXCELLED FLIGHT 
FACILITIES are not only the mili- 
tary personnel of the Center, which per- 
forms flight tests for the Air Force, the 
Navy and the Army, but also many 
manufacturers, who are erecting their 
own hangars and facilities, and the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics’ High Speed Flight Station. 

An extraordinary feature of the base 
is its runway, the longest in the world, 
which, coupled with Rogers Dry Lake, 
provides unparalleled landing facilities. 
The runway proper is 15,000 feet long 

so long that a man standing in the 
middle can not see either end because 
of the curvature of the earth. The run-

First Army Adj. General 


Col. Henry H. Wild, USA, has been 
named Adjutant General for the First 
Army at Governors Island, N. Y.

way is 300 feet wide and its concrete 
varies from 17 to 19 inches in thickness. 
At its northeast end it has a 1,500-foot 
overrun connecting with the dry lake. 
Together they provide a freeway 22 
miles long suitable for use by the larg- 
est and heaviest aircraft. 

The Center’s 140-foot control tower is 
believed to be the tallest in the world. 


IT IS ROGERS DRY LAKE, together 
with the favorable weather, which 
makes the base so valuable. The lake 
covers 65 square miles of firm packed 
clay, as hard as concrete and as flat 
as a table top. The availability of such 
an enormous landing field has, it is 
estimated, saved $327,000,000 worth of 
aircraft in emergency dead-stick land- 
ings in the past six years. One of the 
most recent so recovered was the F-104 
during one of its tests. Research air- 
craft, whose rockets propell them for 
only a few minutes, use it frequently. 

However, the concrete runway is still 
needed because there are some periods 
when the lake is unusable. This comes 
about after the rainy periods. The lake 
is so hard it does not absorb the water, 
so that if there is an inch of rain fall 
the lake is covered with an inch of 
water until is evaporates. While the 
lake is unusable during such a period 
it does have the advantage of smooth- 
ing out the rough spots caused by the 
terrific blasts from the high powered 
rocket and jet engines, 

A feature of the new hangars be- 
ing built at Edwards is the use of 
translucent fibreglass for the 
doors. Not only is it lighter than 
the conventional metal doors, but 
when they are shut the working 
area remains flooded with light. 

In connection with the B-52’s now 
being tested, the AFFTC is also testing 
special “docks” in which the nose and 
wings of the huge “over 500 mph” 
bomber may be housed while work is in 
progress. 

Progress on the new construction was 
described by General Holtoner to a

GENERAL HOLTONER, the Center’s 
Commander, is a fighter pilot who has 
been in research and development work 
since 1946. He has been in command of 
the Center since January 1952. While 
specializing in aerial gunnery tactics, 
he has flown most of the modern bomb- 
ers, including the B-47 and B-52, heli- 
copter and transport planes and, in ad- 
dition, the X-l rocket research plane. 
General Holtoner won the Thompson 
Trophy Race in 1953 and has twice won 
the Scott trophy for aerial gunnery. 
General and Mrs. Holtoner, the former 
Mary Jane Thomas, have two children; 
J. Stanley, jr., and Mary Jane, and re- 
side on the base. 

Last year more than 100 test projects 
were in progress at the AFFTC. All 
contributed toward the development 
and improvement of air weapons or 
dollar savings in the manufacture of 
the end products. 

Also during the year a number of 
building and facilities were completed. 
These included the technical adminis- 
tration building (temporarily assigned 
to the 6510th Air Base Group); an Air- 
men’s Club, a Supply warehouse, com- 
missary, hospital, air installations shop 
building, instrumentation building, 
navigational aid facilities, and three 3- 
story barracks. 


In addition construction is under- 
way for a million-dollar shopping 
center in the Wherry housing area 
—the first such center to be built 
in a Wherry project. 


FLIGHT TESTING AT EDWARDS 
breaks down into three phases. Other 
phases are conducted elsewhere, either 
by the contractor or the USAF, Brief 
Phase II testing is the first Air Force 
test on a new aircraft. After 20 to 50 
hours of flight testing by the manu- 
facturer, the AFFTC runs a short test 
to check performance guarantees and 
to determine the potential value of the 
aircraft to the Air Force. 

Phase IV testing involves checking 
performance and stability characteris- 
tics in detail, and relaying this date for

AFB by the High Speed Flight Station of 
the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics, new hangars and facilities 
for which were completed last year. 

Here, under direction of Mr. Walter 
Williams, Chief of the station, high-speed 
research aircraft are put through their 
paces by four highly skilled test pilots, 
under Chief Test Pilot Joe Walker. It 
was here that history was made with the 
first successful piloted supersonic flight 
in the X-1. 

Investigations of handling qualities, 
loads, and performance are among the 
general subjects of the flight research 
conducted. 

At least eight different research air- 
planes have been buit by four different 
manufacturers under Air Force or Navy 
contracts. Also a number of duplicates 


| have been built. 


Present work at the station is aimed 
particularly at the gathering of data on 
the heating problems of high speed air- 
craft. The Bell X-1B is now at NACA’s 
Langley Aeronautical Laboratory being 


prepared for further, and more intensive, | 
| in the laboratory conditions can be iso- 
lated and studied with extremely valua- 
ble precision, it is only in flight itself 
that the problems can be studied as a 
whole. Not only that, but problems re- 
lated to loads, dynamics, and operation 
can best be attacked by flight tests on 
full-scale airplanes. It is to these proj- 
ects that the High Speed Test Station, 


flight testing on this vast problem, which 
must be solved before higher speeds can 
be sought. 

Research aircraft at present in use at 
the station include the X-1A which has 
reached the altitude of 90,000 feet and 
attained speeds up to 1,600 miles per 
hour. Also is the X1-E, similar to the A

X-3 so-called “Flying Stiletto” with its 
long fuselage and short, stubby wings. 
It is powered by a Westinghouse turbo- 
jet of 9,000 pound thrust. This craft is 
capable of making more than 1,000 dif- 
ferent measurements. It is equipped with 
about 400 strain gauges. 


Also at the NACA High Speed 
Laboratory is a Convair YF-102, 
which is being put to work along 
with the special research vehicles 
in the quest for data at supersonic 
speeds.

use by the Flight Data Branch in check- 
ing the contractor’s figures. Informa- 
tion on control forces and deflections is 
passed along to aeronautical design 
groups. Phase IV may require up to 
150 hours of flight time 

Phase VI tests use three or more of 
the first production mouels of a new 
aircraft. Commands which will use the 
airplane such as the Tachical Air Com- 
mand or the Strategic Air Command, 
as well as the Air Proving Gror id, are 
invited to send pilots and maintenance 
personnel to take part in Phase VI 
tests. These tests simulate operational 
conditions on night, weather, maximum 
range, gunnery and other missions. This 
phase usually requires about 150 hours 
per aircraft. 

THE AFFTC PROJECT ENGINEER 
prepares a report at the end of the test 
in which he sets up maintenance re- 
quirements, parts consumption and in- 
spection times. Field commands use this 
report in drawing up operating require- 
ments. 

At the end of Phase VI, if the AFFTC 
reports that the aircraft is a weapons 
system capable of doing a job, the Air 
Proving Ground works out how this 
weapons system can be used by a tacti- 
cal unit. The AF FTC determines an air- 
craft’s flying characteristics; the Air 
Proving Ground determines its combat 
capabilities. 

Most flying at the AFFTC is not in re- 
search aircraft, but in forthcoming pro- 
duction models. The Air orce Flight 
Test Center, in particular, and the Air 
Research and Development Command, 
in general, concern themselves with 
the quality of aircraft production. Un- 
der new USAF production concepts, 
testing at Edwards has become even 
more important. 

Flight testing leads the AFFTC into 
a small amount of research and devel- 
opment work, such as devising correc- 
tions to overcome aircraft deficiencies. 
Much of the design development in 
“flying tails” and “slab tails” came as a 
result uf Edwards flight testing. Test 
pilots discovered that the standard con- 
bination of elevator and stabilizer failed 
to function as transonic speeds were 
approached. 


First Production F-102A 
At AFFTC For Testing 


The first production model of the 
Convair F-102A, the supersonic all- 
weather interceptor, was delivered to 
Air Force last week at Edwards AFB. 

Built by General Dynamics Corpora- 
tion at its Convair Division, San Diego. 
Calif., plant, the plane was accepted b) 
Capt. Donald Butterfield, USAF, assist- 
ant Air Force plant representative at 
Convair and acceptance pilot for the 
F-102A program. The airplane was sub- 
jected to several days’ testing by Con- 
vair and the Air Force. Output of the 
F-102As is scheduled to build up in the 
next few months at Convair’s San Di- 
ego Plant 2, according to B. F. Coggan, 
division manager. 

Convair is marshalling personnel and 
equipment at Palmdale, California to 
support the delivery schedule. Palmdalé 
is the Mojave desert production flight 
facility to which all future F-102As will 
be flown for testing before delivery. 

The production F-102A is distinguish- 
able from earlier models by a new color 
scheme. Grey is used on the fuselage 
and the delta wing, the nose is black 
and dull green is applied in front of the 
redesigned canopy and on the tops of 
the air intakes. Except for the nose, me- 
tallic surfaces on the earlier models 
were unpainted. 

The F-102A’s delta-wing has upswept 
tips and its leading edges are cam- 
bered. The fuselage is longer than ear- 
lier models. Wingspan is 38 feet, length 
is 68 feet and height is 18 feet. 

The Pratt & Whitney J-57 engine pro- 
pels F-102A at stratospheric altitude 

Also expected soon for initial flight 
testing at the Flight Test Center is Re- 
public’s F-105 supersonic fighter-bomb- 
er prototype. 
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
